A Marriage That Failed. 


(N, Y¥. Sun.) : 
BLACKFEET RESERVATION—Not 
long after rumor said that Billy Morse 
and Isabel Bear-Walking-Over-the- 
Hill were to be married, the Four Hun- 
dred of the reservation—that is to say, 
the squawmen and the English speak- 
ing half-breeds—received written invi- 
tations to attend the ceremony and the 
dance to be given in honor of the event. 
The notes were disciphered with some 
effort and were found to read: 


"Your hereby Invite to a Dance 
in debatin hall next chuseday even- 
in, if you want to.see us git Marred 
come ‘to the mission at 4 clock 
dancin begins at 7.

The debating hall was a large barn- 
like structure, which had ben built by 
popular subscription. The full-blooded 
Indians had borne their share of the 
expense, but had been frozen out by the 
Four Hundred. At the appointed time 
the latter were all there in good season, 
the women sitting demurely on benches 
ranged along one side of the hall, the 
men occupying similar seats on the 
other side. Some full bloods were there, 
too, perhaps relatives or friends of the 
bride, but they stood outside and looked 
in’ through the windows. 
> The women of course, wore their best 
gowns of bright-hued calico or ging- 
ham. Their long braids of black hair 
were fastened at the ends with huge 
bows of red ribbon, Many had on 
shoes, in which they moved about 
rather awkwardly; the others wore em- 
broidered moccasins. The men were 
dressed in sack suits of sombre color— 
black or brwn. Their boots were of that 
high, pointed heel pattern so dear to 
the people of the plains, Some wore 
white shirts and collars; some white 
shirts without collars. The rest had on 


. softnegliige shirts of wool, but white or 


wool shirted, collared or collarless, each 
one displayed a necktie of flaming red 
and of magnificent dimensions. 

Their short, stiff hair, so difficult to 
part and keep parted, was plastered 
with liberal quantities of oil, The 
stifling odor ef musk filled the room. 
Three musicians occupied the rostrum 
at the far end of the hall. The two vio- 
line had been tuned to the key of the 
acordeon, and it lacked but the presence 
of the bride and bridegroom for the 
dance to begin. 

The women whispered to one another 
and giggled, or sat staring at the floor 
in stolid silence. The men, more at 
ease, conversed together loudly about 
their every-day affairs. One could 
hear such fragmentary remarks as: 
*“‘Worst bronco I ever see.”” ‘‘Yes, quar- 
ter circle bar is his brand.” “Found 
her and her calf yesterday’’— 

Presently the’ door opened and the 
bride and bridegroom apeared, At the 
sudden hush which ensued as evry one 
turned to stare at them, ‘they stopped 
hesitatingly on the threshold for an in- 
stant, and then the bride, with a shawl 
over her head, held so as to conceal all 
her features except the eyes, walked 
swiftly to the nearest bench and sat 
down. The bridegroom, a handsome 
young man, neatly dressed, was not in 
the least disconcerted. As he advanced 
down the hall he called out loudly: 

“Howdy, fellers! Glad to see yer all 


here tonight. Musicians, let ’er rip. 
Take yer pardners fer a quadrille, 
boys.” » 


The men crosed to the other side of 
the hall with: a rush,,. secured their 
partnera,and formed’ .the sets, The 
bridegromd stationed himself by the 
musicians to/call off, and as they struck 
up a lively tune, hes houted, ‘Balance 
all!’ The dance was on. 

One of the young men chose the 
bride for his partner. In vain she pro- 
tested and held back; he took the shawl 
from her and hurried her toa place in 
the nearest set. Being a full blood, this 
was her first appearance in society. 
Through her half-bred husband, she 
was now entitled to be numbered among 
the Four Hundred. She had never 
danced, but somehow, by being pushed 
this way and told to go that way, she 
got along very well. The shuffling of 
heavy boots and the clank and jingle of 
spurs, which some men ‘still wore, 
drowned all sound of the~ music at 
times, but that didn’t matter; 
dancers managed to catch enough of it 
to go through each figure in unison. 
And such dancing! 


or “Balance all,” the men danced jigs 
or double shuffles, with such energy 
that the perspiration streamed from 
their faces, and to wind up they seized 
their,. partners by the waist, whirled 
them off ‘their feet and ropped them in 
their places as the music ceased, Dur- 
ing one of the interludes in a dance, a 
tall, bespurred individual, in the exu- 
berance of his joy, Jumped high in the 
air with a yell, and as he came down 
shouted out: “Dis is the best time I’m 
never had. What!” 

The supper, which had been piled up 
in a corner behind the stove, was served 
in tin dishes and cups at midnight. It 
consisted of canned salmon, tongue ham, 
apricots, strawberries and crackers. 
Full justice was done to it; and when 
the last can had been opened, the last 
cracker devoured, dancing was at once 
resume’, and continued until dawn, 

The rising sun saw the dancers, tired 


but happy, spedeing over the plain on 


horseback on horseback or in wagons, 
on their way home. The bride and 
bridegroom, in ab rand-new buckboard, 
drawn by a pair of spotted ponies, were 
just pasing the brow of the hill which 
sloped down to Bear Creek, by the side 
of which stream their unpretentious 
cabin had ben built. 

As time passed on the wemen begin to 
whisper about that in marrying Isabel 
Bear-Walking-Over-the-Hill, Billy 
Morse had caught—a tartar; that she 
was alsways sulking and trying to quar, 
rel with him. At first this was thought 
to be mer women’s gosi!p: it didn’t seem 
posible-that-any one could quarrel with 
Billy. He was the most popular young 
man on the reservation. Every” one, 
from the United States Indian agent 
down to the humblest full-blood, met 
him with a smile.and a hearty shake of 
the hand: he was-se light-hearted, so 
godo-tempered, so generous and oblig- 
ing, no one could help liking him. 

People were slow to believe, too, that 
his young wife, a slender, pleasant- 
faced slip of a girl, could bé quarrel- 
some. Since his marriage Billy — had 
spent all his little savings and earnings 
in improving his ranch and providing 
food and clothing for himself and his 
wife. If his cabin was small and plain- 
ly furnished, it was at least warm and 
comfortable. Food there wss in plenty, 
and his wife was the best dressed 
woman on the reservation, What more 
could a woman want? 

One Sunday Bily, with his wife, drove 
over to visit his friend, Tom Abbot. Ar- 
riving at the ranch, they were hos- 
pitably received, and while the women 
gossiped together about their little af- 
fairs, Bily and Tom put in the after-, 
noon playing cribbage and talking of 
their boyhood, the pranks they had 
played, the scrapes they had got into. 
They had ayways ben fast friends. The 
day was pleasantly passed and after an 
early Supper the young -couple started.

The one hour’s battle in the harbor 
which resulted in the destruction of the 
beseiged city’s fleet was the last dying 
struggle the Phenico-Persian power in 
the Mediterrranean, and it was Alexan- 
der’s only sea fight. He made on land 
his conquest of the sea. With nothing 
longer to fear from the Tyrian fleet the 
besiegers now more boldly than’ ever 
pushed their attacks upon the walls. 
The engine on the end of the mole still 
made poor headway against the mas- 
sive walls which there confronted them 
The walls at the northearstern corner 
proved equally invunerable against the 
transport engines concentrated there; 
but a weak spot was found one day in 
the southern wall hard by the Egyptian 
harbor, a narrow breach was opened 
and an attack was made by a storming 
party, only however, to be sharply re- 
pulsed. The breach had not been made 
wide enough, ‘the attack had been made 
on too small a scale. The Tyrians hur 
ried to cover the breach from within, 
but the vulnerable spot had been found, 
and- Alexander only awaited the oppor- 
tunity of fair weather and a quiet sea 
to renew the onslaught, and this time 
to support it by a general attack at 
every available point In the cireuit of 
the wall.

Step by step the besiegers won their 
way, some scrambled up the ruins and 
gained the battlements of the wall at 
the right; others foll6wed, and with 
them Alexander, at the head, pushed 
along the rampart platform toward the 
north till reaching the palace, which 
communicated with the wall, they 
found a way down by its stairways in- 
to the heart of the city. 

Meanwhile the city had been at- 
tacked on every side. Vessels equipped 
with artillery-and filled. with bowmen 
and. slingers had sailed up to close 
range undey the walls, and poured their’ 
fire in upon the defenders of the walls, 
distracting their attention and dividing 
the defnce. Simultaneously also the 
entrance of both harbors had been 
forced by the fleets, and the Tyrian 
ships had been scattered, scuttled, 
driven ashore. From the northern har- 
bor, where the defense was weaker, the 
approaches to the city had been cap- 
tured, and here a force of soldiery. en- 
tered to join those now pouring out 
through ‘the palace doors into the nar- 
row alleys of the town. The Tyrians, 
who had now forsaken the walls, ral- 
lied ‘for their last stand before the 
shrine of Agenor, and here the battle 
resolve 1 itself into a massacre.

British and French Warships. 


(Henri Dumay in Collier's Weekly.) 


The exertions of France to reduce 
the difference in naval strength are ev- 
idently watched with keen interest by 


the English people, who are, as a’rule, 
ready enough to recognize the intelli- 
gence and energy displayed by its neigh 


bors in the present movement, but have | 


full confidence in the measures taken 
by the admiralty to preserve the exist- 
ing superiority. And, in truth, war 
ship building in England-is going on at 
a rate which is fairly astounding. 

There are now 121 vessels under way, 
ranging from the first-class battle ships 
of the same type as the flagship of the 
channel squadron, the Majestic, down 
to the quaint flat-bottom gunboats, de- 
signed for service in the rivers of the 
colonies. Some of these ships are al- 
most finished; and by April, 1903, all of 
them will have been added to the ef- 
fective strength of the British navy, 

Despite all that France can do, this 
enormous increase will be amply suf- 
ficient to keep up. distances,. even 
when the obligation of England to pro- 
tect more extensive colonies is taken 
into consideration. Among the 121 ves- 
sels now being built there are 28 ar- 
mored battle ships and cruisers. Alone 
these will aggregate 350,600 tons, cost 
over $130,500,000, and—as an_ English 
pointed out with a proud twinkle in his 
eyes—represent three times the 
strength of armored ships at present-in 
the American navy. Nor will the ad- 
miralty, rest at that. Basing his de- 
mands on the attitude of France and 
the high, tension that prevails in Eu- 
rope, Lord Goschen will next month 
ask the House of Commons for enor- 
mous credits in order to further in- 
crease the British fleet. In England as 
well as in France, the opinion of ex- 
perts is divided as to what constitutes 
the best naval fighting tool. Some be- 
lieve in the “irrestible battle ship.” and 
would build tronclads exceeding in-size 
armament and = protection even’ the 
powerful 15,000-ton Majestic.

The Clocks of the White House. 


(From the Scientific American.)~~ 


“The clocks in the White House,’’. re- 


marked an official clock winder to 

Washington Star reporter, “are by no 
means ‘the least. of interesting things 
about the house, though but little has 
ever appeared about them in the news- 
papers. Strange as it may appear, but 


. “| One of the old clocks there is of Ameri- 


can manufacture, though all that have 
been urchased of late years are. The one 
clock referred to was made in New 
York and was purchased when James 
Munroe was president. I't is one of the 
permanent fixtures in the green rooom, 
and has been there ever since it was 
purehased. As a time-piece it compares 
favorably with any of the foreign-made 
clocks, ‘though it was made at a time 
when America was not as famous for 
its time-pieces as it is now. The most 
interesting clock there of course, from 
its history, is the clock in the blue par- 
lor, which was once the property of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte, who presented it to 
General Lafayette, and the latter pre- 
sented it to General Washington. The 
frame of it is made of alabaster and 
French gilt bronze. It has 'to be wound 
but once. in a month. It keeps time to- 
day as accurately as when first made. 
What .is known as 'the Lincoln clock 
purchased when President Lincoln was 
in the White House, is an object of in- 
terest in the red room, and is of ebony 
and gold. It strikes the quarters, halves 
and hours. In Mrs. McKinley’s r oom 
is a clock which has been running with- 
out the slightest intermission for 30 
years. The clock at the foot of the stairs 
leafiing up to the President’s office is 
the one that. the public generally sees. 
It is rather modern in. construction, of 
the regulator pattern and is very relia- 
ble. The clock in Private Secretary 
Porter’s room is admired for its cathe- 
dral gong rather than anything else, 
but is a good clock and has proved itself 
such for the 10 or 15 years that it has 
been there.”

IN HORSES AND CATILE | Kitchener and El Mahdi’s Tomb. 


*(Arnold White in Harper’s Weekly.) 

When Lord Kitchener razed the mah- 
di’s tomb at Omdurman to the ground, 
dug up the body of the false prophet, 


burned it on a gunboat, and cast the 
ashes into the Nile, it was inevitable 
that awkyard questions would be asked 
in Parliament as to thé complicity of 
her majesty’s government in such an 
act of barbarianism. Mr. Labouchre, 
the privileged jester of the radical par- 
ty (whose powers, however,are visibly 
waning), supported by many radicals, 
has announced his intention of oppos- 
ing the grant of $150,000. to Lord Kitch- 
ener, on the’ ground that the act of de- 
filing the mortal remains of a dead foe 
should debar him from receiving pecun- 
jiary reward at the hands of Parlla- 
ment. Nobody is enthusiastic about 
the treatment accorded by Lord Kitch- 


ener to the remains of the murderer of: 


Gordon, It savors of- revenge. Never- 
theless, there was—I am assured by one 
who knows the facts—no trace of ven- 
geance in Lord Kitchener's act. As the 
responsible man on the spot, he was in- 
spired purely by reasons of policy, and 
merely’ desired to prevent the tomb of 
the Moslem pretender from becoming a 
shrine to which the disaffected might 
resort for generations to come, thus 
forming a focus of disturbance and in- 
trigue. Still, the average man is dis- 
turbed at the discovery that the exten- 
sion of empire requires a brave; man’s 
body to be torn from its grave and cast 
to the crocodiles. Oliver Cromwell's 
tomb in Westminster abbev was, it is 
true, similarly defiled, and his body was 
dug, up, hanged, quartered, and burned 
by the imperialists of the Restoration. 
And Oliver Cromwell was a puissant 
prince in his way. In India, too, the 
bodies of religious fanatics who have 
run amok are cremated in order to de- 
monstrate theif terrestrial origin, thus 
preventing the sepulchers of madmen 
from becoming rallying-points for mur- 
derers and dacoits. When Al» is said 
that can be said on Kitchener's behalf 
—and Lord Cromer js one of his defend- 
ers—the poceeding is scarcely conson- 
ant with the dignity of the Anglo-Saxon 
race, or even of Christendom. The con- 
templated establishment of an Anglican 
bishopric on the banks of the Nile 
would seem to be premature until fur- 
ther consolidation of the,;empire has 
taken place, and the Soudan so _ far 
pacified that the dishonor of its dead 
cheftains is no longer essential to the 
welfare of the empire.

CHOCOLATE PUDDING, 

One quart-of milk, one egg, four level 
tablespoonfuls of corn starch, six table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, three tablespoonfuls 
of grated chocolate. Heat the milk to 
Loiling point, dissolve the cornstarch in 
a little cold milk, stirring it free from 
lumps, then add the grated chocolate, 
beaten egg and sugar, and after mixing 
thoroughly, add to the boiling milk and 
stir until it becomes like a soft. custard.

BANANA SHORTCAKE. 

Into three cups of sifted flour rub two 
tablespoonfuls of butter; add-one-half 
of a teaspoonful of salt, one teaspoonful 
of sugar and two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Mix to a soft dough with cold 
milk and bake im two layers. Grate one- 
half of the peel of an orange, then cut 

| it in half, crosswise, and scoop out the 
| pulp; rub four bananas through @ sieve, 
| add to.this the orange rind and pulp and 
| one cupful of sugar. Lastly stir in one- 
half of a cupful of thick cream, beaten 
stiff, and spread between and over the 
cakes, Serve with sweet cream or cust- 
ard. 


HERMITS. 


,One and one-half cups sugar, one cup 
of butter, three, eggs, one teaspoonful of 
soda in one-half cup of sour milk, one 
cup of raisins,’ stoned and chopped, one 
teaspoonful of alispice, one of cinnamon, 
one-half teaspoonful clove, flour enough 
to roll ut well, Roll a little thicker than 
cookies and bake in a moderate oven:

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WATERMELON . PUDDING. 

Scald one pint of milk in a double bofl- 
er; add to it One cupful of sugar and stir 
until dissolved. Pour this over one-half 
of a box of gelatine which has been 
soaking in one-half cupful of cold water. 
When cool flavor with vanilla and pour 
One-half of a cupful of the mixture into 
@ wetted melon mold. Keep the re- 
mainder where it will not stiffen, When 
the portion in the mold is firm set on it 
&@ smaller mold or dish partly filled with 
cold water, and fill in the space between 
the two molds and set away to harden. 
From the remainder take two tablespoon- 
fuls and @lor‘a dark brown with a little 
Melted chocolate. Color the larger por- 
ton with a fruit red coloring so as to 
‘resemble the red portion of a melon, and 
set where it will slightly.thicken. When 
the white part fs firm, dip out the cold 
water in the litthe mold and pour in 
enough hot water to loosen and remove 
the dish, In the center put the red por- 
tion, dropping into it here and there 
specks of the chocolate mixture to repre- 
sent seeds. Set away until firm, then 
turn out ona platter. Soak one-quarter 
of a box of gelatine in one-half of @ cup 
of cold milk and set over hot water un- 
til dissolved, 
green coloring color it a bright green 
and add a few drops of vanilla. When 
cold carefully pour it over the pudding, 
using a teaspoon go as to coat it evenly. 
When it is set trim off any which may 
have run over the platter and surround 
the base with whipped cream, This is a 
very pretty looking dish and is not 
nearly so troublesome to make as the di- 
rections would imply. 


PEPTIC WHITE BREAD. 

One quart of flour, one teaspoonful salt, 
two rounded teaspoonfuls baking pow- 
der, about one pint of cold water (milk 
may be used, or half milk and half 
water). Mix the flour, salt and baking 
powder thoroughly, by rubbing through 
a sieve at least twice into your bread 
bowl. Then make a well in the centre 
and pour into this all the water (or milk). 
Be sure enough to make the dough quite 
soft. With a large ‘spoon stir quickly 
and thoroughly together, and when all 
the flour is wet, stir it a moment longer, 
then turn at once into a well-greased 
baking pan; the pan should be four 
inches wide, four deep, and eight inches 
long. Do not knead the dough, or beat it. 
After the dough has been turned into the 
pan, smooth the top with a knife dipped 
into melted butter, and bake at once ina 
moderate oven, one hour. As soon as 
baked, remove from the pan, sprinkle 
with water, and wrap in a bread cloth 
until cold. This will make one loaf, is 
very wholesome, and is especially recom- 
taended to those of Weak digestion. 

POTATOES AU GRATIN. 

Make a white sauce, using one table- 
spoonful of butter, one of flour, one-half 
a teaspoonful salt, one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful of white pepper, and one 
cupful of milk. Cut cold boiled potatoes 
into thick slices, or, better still, into 
half-inch cubes. Butter a baking dish, 
put in it a layer of the sauce, then one of 
the potatoes, previously lightly sSeason- 
ing with saltand pepper. Continue until 
all are in, the proportion of potato being 
about two cupfuls. 

To one cupful of dried and sifted 
bread-crumbs, add one teaspoonful of 
melted butter, and stir until it is even- 
ly mixed through. Spread this over the 
contents of the baking dish, and place 
in a quick oven for 20 minutes, or utitil 
nicely browned. For a change, a Iittle 
onion-juice, chopped parsley, or grated 


cheese may be added to the sauce, “th 


CHINA CHILO, 

Cut into small dice sufficient cold boiled 
or roast mutton to measure one pint. 
Put into a saucepan with one-half of a 
pint of stock, one onion chopped fine, one 
head of lettuce torn into pieces, one-half 
of a can of peas, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, one-half teaspooful of salt, and 
one-quarter of a teaspoonful of. pepper. 
Cover.closely. and simmer for an_hour, 
Boll ‘separately one cupful of washed 
rice. When done turn the meat on a plat- 
ter, put the rice around it so as to form 
a border, and serve. 


CORNSTARCH CAKES. 

Two cups sugar, one-half cup of but- 
ter, one cup of sweet milk, two cups 
flour, one cup corn starch, whites of sev- 
en eggs, beaten stiff, two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder. Stir the butter and su- 
gar to a cream; sift the flour, corn starch 
and baking powder together; add the 
eggs last. Mix Jn an earthen vessel and 
flavor with lemon,

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The Towns and the Representative 


When the re-districting of: legislative 
districts was made four years ago,. the 
district in which Andover .is. located 
was made to include Andover, North 
Andover and Middleton.’ At the first 
convention following this act, held in 
Andover Sept. 23,'1896, the question of 
dividing up the ten,years term between 
the three towns was quite fully dis 
cussed and the matter finally “left to 
the district committee.” 

At that time: the Townsman ques- 
tioned the right of either the conven- 
tion, or a committee'of the convention, 
to settle the matter, and that the com- 
mittee felt the same way seems to be 
shown-by the fact that it never reported 
to auybody. . The,question has received 
little. attention since that time, the 
nomination coming to Andover for the 
past three years by common consent, 
but now that the fence building time 
for 1899 is at hand ‘it is being con- 
sidered. 

There is absolutely no basis for the 
idea that the nomination this year is to 
go to either North Andover or Middle- 
ton, other than the discussion of four 
years ago, which never reached ‘any 
result, except to create the impression 
that in 1899 the nomination'was to go 
to North Andover. 

Acting upon this impression it. is 
understood that several North Andover 
gentlemen are already “out for the 
nomination” and the statement is also 
made that one or more North Reading 
men are also looking toward the rising 
sun. We stated four years ago that the 
only party to the adjustment of the 
matter was the Republican party of 
Andover. They control th convention 
by their vote and with a majority of 
the delegates the nomination may be 
brought. to Andover every year. 

But here comes in the matter of com- 
mon decency (and there is yet such a 
thing in politics) which says that each 
town should have a fair share of repre- 
sentations. At the Cénvention in 1895 
Middleton claimed two years out of the 
ten as her fair share, and North And- 
over théught she deserved twice as 
much as Middleton, the combined min- 
ority thus allowing Andover a generous 
four years as her shave of the ten. 

This division will not go. If the 
division is to be made on a ten year 
basis Andover must have’ at least six 
of the ten years and on! that division 
the representative should come 

From Andover 700 votes, 

From No. Andover 450 votes, 3 years 

From Middleton 100 votes, 1 year 

From an’ examination of the votes 
above noted, which is about the full 
Republican vote of the respective towns, 
it will be seen that Andover would be 
pretty generous to jher: neighboring 
associates if such a division were carried 
out. 

If such a division as this were carried 
out it would seem as if now is the time 
for the break, but whether the nomina- 
tion should. go to North Andover or 
Middleton would still be a problem,

Mr. Wood on a New Trust. 


. A dispatch from Philadelphia says that 
it has been learned that the wool and 
cotton interests of the country are to be 
formed into trusts that will be capital- 
ized at the enormons sum of $280,000,000, 

The dispatch says “There are to be in 
this series of combinations four branch- 
es. First is the American wool trust, 
which is to be capitalized at $65,000,000 ; 
the carpet trust capital, $60,000,000; 
worsted yarn trust, $75,000,000; cotton 
trust, $80,000,000. The wool trust is the 
nearest to formation. At the head of 
this is the Washington mills company 
of Lawrence, Mass., and associated inti- 
mately with it are the Chas. Fletcher 
mills and the James Phillips mills of 
Providence, R. I. To this combination 
$12,000,000-is already subscribed. : 

The idea of the projectors of the com- 
binations is to do away ;with the dealets 
and thus increase profits. This will, it 
is argued, do away with commission 
brokers and agents. ‘ 

A Boston Globe reporter showed the 
Philadelphia dispatch to Wm. M. Wood, 
the treasurer of the Washington mills 
company. 

Mr. Wood was found at hfs apartments 
at the hotel Touraine, Boston. He 
frankly admitted the truth of the dis- 
patch in substance although he said that 
the capital invoived as represented by 
the Philadelphia information was greatly 
exagietated. Mr. Wood stated that the 
Wool trust'was already perfected in the 
new company known as the American 
woolen company, of which he was the 
treasurer,

(Senator Hoar in Scribner’s. ) 


I have always lamented, in common 
with all the friends and lovers of both 
these great men, that they should have 


s0 misunderstood each other; yet it was 
not unnatural. They were both honest, 
fearless, patriotic and brave. Yet never 
were two honest, fearless, patriotic and 
brave men so unlike each other. The 
training, the mental charasteristics, the 
virtues, the foibles of each tended'to 
make him underestimate and migunder- 
stand each other. The man of war and 
the man of-peace;-the-man whose duty 
it was.to win battles and conduct.cam- 
paigns, and the man who trusted to the 
prevalence of ideas in < remote future; 
the man who wielded executive power, 
and the man who in a fierce contest 


tend the privileges, power and authority 
of the senate; the man who adhered te- 
naciously to his friend through good 
and evil report, and the man whose 
friendships were such that evil report 
of personal dishonor never dared assail 
them; the man,of little taste for letters 
and the man of vast and varied learn- 
ing; the man of blunt, plain ways, and 
the man of courtly manners; the man 
of few words and the man who ever 
deemed himself sitting sitting in an ele- 
vated pulpit with a mighty sounding 
board, with a whole widespread people 
for a congregation—how could they un- 
derstand each other.
